Bass .were taking. the body- ot Pear- 
man to Gravettc, Ark. 


Authorities said the finding of thc 


bag virtually established the fact that 
Pearman was slain in Missouri and 
not in Arkansas, where Dr, Bass, a 
Columbia, Mo., dentist is being held 
in jail. 


The discovery of thc handbag cor- 


roborates thc statements made by Till- 
man and Bass in which they rnlaled 
that Pearman was killed in Missouri 
and that they had disposed of Pear- 
man's handbag which contained cloth- 
ing and other articles on their drive 
to Arkansas to get rid of the body of 
their victim.
